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Quicksilver Surplus Imminent 

As a result of increased activities on the 
part of domestic producers of quicksilver, a 

surplus of this metal from mines in the 
United States is imminent. Production dur- 
ing the first half of this year has been at 
the rate of about 35,000 flasks per annum, 
which is approximately 10,000 flasks more 
than the present needs of domestic con- 
sumption. Producers, therefore, are faced 
with the necessity of finding export markets 
for a considerable portion of their output, 
or curtailing their operations. This neces- 
sity is aggravated by the fact that the price 
of quicksilver was drastically reduced last 
week—to $87 per flask, the lowest figure at 
which the metal has been sold since some 
time in 1926. 

Domestic producers of quicksilver an- 
nounced a purpose some time ago of closing 
the United States market to foreign metal. 
In keeping with this purpose, they have been 
quoting prices substantially lower than 
those at which imported quicksilver was 
being offered (they have the advantage of 
a duty of 25 cents per pound on quicksilver ). 
arly this year, the domestic quotation was 
$105 per flask; while imported quicksilver 
was being quoted (nominally) at $124. A 
few weeks ago, the sales agent in the United 
States for the associated Italian and Spanish 
producers of quicksilver reduced the price 
to $100 to $102. The success of the domestic 
producers can be measured by the decline 
in imports of quicksilver. Receipts aver- 
aged about 20,000 flasks a year in the five 
years, prior to 1929. ‘They dropped to a 
little more than 14,000 flasks in 1929; then 
to less than 3,000 flasks in 1930; and this 
year to May 31, only about 200 flasks have 
been imported. 

Domestic production of quicksilver rose 
steadily for several years up to 1929, the 
total in that year being 23,682 flasks. It fell 
off about 10 percent in 1930, but has been 
increased rapidly this year. Demand for 
quicksilver has not grown since 1930, in fact, 
the apparent consumption was about 10,000 
flasks less in that year than in 1929. Domes- 
tic production of mercurials was about 4 per- 
cent less in volume, although of greater 
aggregate value, in 1929 than in 1927, calo- 
mel being the only major product for which 
an increased output was reported. Domestic 
production has been supplying increasing 
proportions of consumption of mercurials 
for several years. There were no imports, 
in 1929 and 1930, of oxides, which averaged 
about 19,500 pounds from 1925 to 1928. No 
corrosive sublimate was imported in the last 
two years; imports of this product pre- 
viously averaged about 2,200 pounds a year. 
Imports of calomel have decreased from 
about 6,000 pounds a year to about 2,500 
pounds. Imports of other mercurials, pre- 
viously averaging more than 16,000 pounds 
a year, were down to 1,015 pounds in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1930. 

It is evident that the United States has 
become practically able to supply all its 
needs in quicksilver and in mercurials. 
Whether domestic producers could build up 
export trade sufficient to take care of con- 


tinued expansion in output is an open ques- 
tion. Their better course, it would seem, 
would be to endeavor to balance production 
closely with consumption. The European 
producers are offering prizes for new uses 
which will increase the consumption ot 
quicksilver. The recently much discussed 
mercury boiler appears not to have brought 
the big increase in consumption, that was 
said to be promised in its discovery ; it is not

Paint Labeling Fallacy 

Doubtless there are in the State of Geor- 
gia a great many dwelling houses, barns, 
bridges, public buildings, factories, and 
other structures which would be greatly 
benetited, physically as well as esthetically, 
by being painted. ‘There can be no ques- 
tioning the statement that Georgians, who 
may see the necessity for buying and using 
paint and who act accordingly, should be 
assured as fully as is possible that the paint 
they buy is worth buying. But, neither of 
these necessities can justify the attempt 
now being made in the State of Georgia to 
require all paints to bear a label containing 
a quantitative statement of the ingredients 
of which the product is composed. This 
requirement would set at naught in many 
instances the work and wisdom of long 
years of paint manufacturing, and, what is 
more pertinent to the needs of Georgians, 
it would not help them one iota toward 
knowing the real value of a paint. 

A formula is a most impressive thing, par- 
ticularly to those who have not the faintest 
idea as to what the items of the formula 
mean. In every phase of human en- 
deavor, in every purpose to which the men- 
tal or physical activities of man are directed, 
nothing surpasses the quoting of a formula 
as a means of gaining advocacy for a cause. 
And the more abstruse the formula the far- 
ther is reaches into the esoteric, the greater 
is its inpressiveness. The greater, too, is 
the advantage which it affords for misrep- 
representation and for detraction. 

The paint-labeling bill now pending in the 
General Assembly of the State of Georgia 
(it has been favorably reported by the ap- 
propriate committee) is in the form of 
an amendment to a law enacted some eleven 
years ago, whose major purpose is to “pre- 
vent deception in the sale of paints and 
oils; to provide for true labels for the same 
when offered for sale.” That is an excellent 
purpose. But, it is in no manner to be 
served by the proposed additional require- 
ment that “the labels on all paints sold in 
this State shall contain a statement showing 
the ingredients thereof”—in volume or 
weight. 

Of what use would it be to a house owner 
buying paint to be able to see on the label 
that it contained, say, titanium dioxide? 
How would labeling a paint with its formula 
enable a paint buyer—or even a paint seller 
—to determine whether lead, titanium, or 
zine is the best paint ingredient? Many fac- 
tors prevent even expert paint technologists 
from agreeing on this point; and it is but 
one of many by which the paint buyer would 
be confused, But, the presence of a list of 
ingredients on the label of a paint can 
would afford the unscrupulous seller an ex- 
cellent opportunity to dwell learnedly (?) 
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on the uselessness of the ingredients which 
were not in the product that he desired to 
Formula-labeling would not prevent 
deception in the sale of paints; it could fur-

Durrett Suggests 
Flexible Standards 


Tells A. Ph. A. Excess Potency 
Should Be Allowed to 


Offset Deterioration 
MIAMI, 


Dr. J. J. Durrett, of 
Drug Administration, 
American Pharmaceutical 
said that, in respect of drugs, such as 
ether and preparations of and 
digitalis, which are likely to deteriorate 
after manufacture, knowledge of 
means of preventing their deteriora- 
tion being lacking, manufacturers 
shouid be given a larger range in po- 
tency requirements when such exten- 
sion not endanger public health. 
He considered such a privilege neces- 
saty to make such products effective 
for a longer period of time. A 130-per- 
cent fluidextract of ergot is not dele- 
terious, he said, and should be per- 
mitted. 

The administration, Dr. Durrett said, 
has made multiple seizures under the 
food and drugs act on an average of 
only twice a year. As the courts re- 
cently denied the right of the admin- 
istration to make multiple seizures be- 
fore the trial of an issue in court, he 
declared that a review of this decision 
will be sought and that such issues 
will be tried if no other means offers. 
The administration considered its 
multiple seizures justified in the case 
in which the adverse decision was 
given, he said, because it regarded the 
product in question to have been bad- 
ly mishranded. 


In respect of the administration’s 
reliance on current medical opinion as 
a criterion of therapeutic value, Dr. 
Durrett said that the courts are re- 
quiring witnesses to state whether 
their testimony is in agreement with 
such opinion and the administration 
will insist on the same compliance. 
The official policy, he said, is based 
on 18,000 decisions given under the food 
and drugs act to date, and will be 
adapted to the purpose that the courts 
say the law is to accomplish. He de- 
clared that the latest dictum of the 
Supreme Court was that any ambigu- 
ity in the phraseology of the law is to 
be interpreted in favor of the purpose 
of the act to prevent deception and 
fraud. 

Complicating decisions have been 
given, Dr. Durrett said, with respect to 
the point decided in the “Lee’s Save 
the Baby” case, that is, the accepted 
value of the components of a medi- 
cine. The administration will follow 
the purposes of the act in such cases, 
he said, and will appeal unfavorable 
decisions. It will also defend the 
United States Pharmacopeia and the 
National Formulary as legal stand- 
ards, he declared. 

The association is holding its 
seventy-ninth annual meeting here. 
The “back to pharmacy” movement is 
a topic of wide interest. President 
H. C. Christensen urged that the 
sociation engage a trained man to 
carry on a campaign to stress the im- 
portance of professional pharmacal 
service and to counteract the tendency 
to make the drug store predominantly 
a mixed-merchandise establishment. 
The program of the section on com- 
mercial interests was devoted largely 
to means of merchandising the pro- 
fessional side of the retail drug busi- 
ness, 

An interesting study of the biological 
assay of fluid extract of ergot was pre- 
sented by Prof. Marvin R. Thompson, 
of the Baltimore pharmacy college. The 
germicidal value of iodine was dis- 
cussed in a number of papers before 
this section on practical pharmacy. C. 
B. Jordan, dean of the Purdue College 
of Pharmacy, made a vigorous plan for 
higher educational standards in phar- 
macy and for the fosterins of better 
relations between physicians and phar- 
macists. He condemned “extreme com- 
mercialism.”

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Philadelphia Quartz 
Completes Century 


Business Dates from Soap and 
Candle Undertaking of 
Joseph Elkinton 


July 21, 1831, Joseph Elkinton, a 
Philadelphia Quaker, began the manu- 
facture of soap and candlessin:a com- 
bination store and dwellif®pbuilding at 
377 South Second street#that city. His 
first day-book entry s ws that he 
started business with $1,697.33%. Thus 
modestly was established the business 
which today is the Philadelphia Quartz 
Company, manufacturer of silicate of 
seda, with headquarters at 121 South 
Third street, Philadelphia, and plants 
at nine locations, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific coast. 

The Elkinton family is still actively 
interested in the affairs of the succes- 
sor to the business of their ancestor. 
In the commemoration of the centen- 
ary of its founding, the Philadelphia 
Quartz Company has thus a double 
pride; for William T. Elkinton is chair- 
man of the board, and Alfred C. Elkin- 
ton is president of the Philadelphia 
Quartz Company of California, a sub- 
sidiary organization. These Elkintons 
help to carry on the purpose of their 
forebear:—“‘To dwell under a proper 
regard for the best things,” and the 
company also continues Joseph Elk- 
inton’s courteous salutation, “Respect- 
ed Friends,” in all its letters. 

The manufacture of soap and can- 
dles was the major part of the busi- 
ness of Joseph Elkinton for about 
thirty years. It was not all of that 
business, however; for in the common 
practice of trade in those days he dealt 
in a wide variety of commodities— 
coffee, cordwood, sand, grease, rosin, 
flour, hay, salt. Sal soda came into 
this group later. The manufacture of 
Silicate of soda was begun, largely as 
the result of technical information re- 
ceived from Germany, about 1861. 

Some twenty years after the found- 
ing of the business Joseph Elkinton’'s 
sons began to attain an age and quali- 
fications fitting them to participate in 
the direction of its affairs. These sons, 
Joseph S. Asa, and Thomas, joined 
their father, and when the first-named 
was taken into the firm, in 1855, its 
name was changed to Joseph Elkinton 
& Son. 





Silicate Beginnings 

Early in 1858, equipment was pur- 
chased, which was apparently intended 
either for manufacturing or experi- 
menting with silicate of soda. Mix- 
tures of silicate and soap had been 
tried and were found useful. The ex- 
periments of the Elkintons to prove 
the value of silicate as a detergent 
evidently attracted the attention of 
other soapmakers, for in the first 
month of 1861 the company’s books 
recorded a sale of three barrels of the 
new product. Soon the manufacture of 
silicate, in the original soap factory, 
appeared to be supplanting the manu- 
facture of candles, use of the latter 
having fallen off as a result of the in- 
troduction of kerosene. 

In January, 1862, the founder with- 
drew from the business, leaving it to 
be conducted by Joseph S. and Thomas 
Elkinton under that name. A few 
months later the first of the company’s 
informative bulletins appeared, these 
having since become quite familiar 
wherever silicate is used. The first 
bulletin listed soda lye, candles, 
eracklings, clothes bluer, starch, and 
alkaline fertilizer along with silicate 
and fifteen varities of soap. 

The first plant expansion came in 
1864 when a new factory was set up 
at Ninth and Mifflin streets, Phila- 
delphia. A partnership was then 
formed to trade as the Philadelphia 
Quartz Company, the first time the 
present company title was used. This 
new plant was to specialize on silicate 
of soda, the soap business being con- 
tinued at the old plant under the Elk- 
inton firm name. In 1868, the partners, 
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Greacen and Buvoth sold their interests 
to the Elkintons. 

Shortly afterward, the company em- 
ployed Charles W. Goudy, a soapmaker 
from Marshalltown, Iowa, to demon- 
strate the use and value of silicate in 
soap factories throughout the coun- 
try. He had previously been an ex- 
ceptionally large buyer of Philadelphia 
Quartz products. Mr. Goudy traveled 
with a miniature soap plant with 
which he could make samples of sili- 
cated soap in the buyers’ presence, and 
he was also prepared to go into the 
factory for large-scale demonstrations. 
Silicate of soda sales soon began to 
show marked increases under this new 
selling method. 

Although the adhesive value of sili- 
cate was already well known and there 
had been some use of the product for 
such purpose, it was with the introduc- 
tion of the corrugated shipping box in 
the early nineties that larger demand 
for silicate as an adhesive was created. 
Simultaneously came the use of silicate 
for laminated fibre sheets and wall 
board. 


Silicate Expansion 


William T. Elkinton, who is the pres- 
ent chairman of the board, joined the 
company in 1879. Alfred C. Elkinton, 
now president of the Philadelphia 
Quartz Company of California, came 
in shortly afterward. In 1904, the com- 
pany was incorporated as the Phila- 
delphia Quartz Company, and _ the 
manufacture of soap was discontinued. 
Since then all efforts have been con- 
centrated on developing the manufac- 
ture and uses of silicate of soda. Whén 
it was learned that the proportions of 
ingredients could be varied to produce 
widely different properties, useful ap- 
plications for silicate in many other 
industres were progressively discov- 
ered and this is still going on. The 
catalog of silicates today includes 
thirty-three grades, and still new com- 
binations claim study and experiments 
to meet the needs of ever new con- 
ditions in industry. On the threshold 
of its second century, the pioneering 
spirit still dominates, as again the 
company introduces for the first time 
in commercial form a new industrial 
alkali, sodium metasilicate. 

Silicate of soda is a very low-priced 
commodity. Its place in industry de- 
pends on the refinement of economy 
both in production and delivery. This 
dictates the location of plants close to 
consuming markets. Of these the Phil- 
adelphia Quartz Company now has 
nine, located, after scientific study not 
only of raw material sources but most 
favorable delivery conditions, at Ches- 
ter, Pa., Anderson, Ind., Baltimore, Md., 
Gardenville, N. Y., Kansas City, Kans., 
Rahway, N. J., St. Louis, Mo., Utica, 
Ill., Berkeley, Cal. (Philadelphia Quartz 
Company of California). 

In the general headquarters of the 
company at 121 South Third street, 
Philadelphia, engineering and chemical 
staffs are available for consultation 
with those who have need of facts to 
help them apply in industry one or 
more of the numerous commercial 
grades of silicate of soda.

50th Annual Meeting of British 
Body Hears McGowan Urge 
Co-ordinated Effort

ical Industry, London, England, held 
its annual general meeting in the 
Guildhall, that city, July 13 to 19, with 
a program of more than usual inter- 
est. A feature of the meeting was the 
presentation of plaques and addresses 
to the remaining original members and 
also to all living and past presidents 
of the society as well as to a number

of London “livery” or trade organ- 
izations, the latter in appreciation of 
their encouragement of scientific edu- 
cation, 

The creation of a new scholarship 
with a fund of £1,500 donated by John 
Gray, a past president, was another 
feature of the meeting, the scholarship 
being in commemoration of the jubilee 
and awards of it will be made prefer- 
ably to children of the society’s mem- 
bership. 

Among the many addresses which 
were made, that of Sir Harry McGow- 
an, president of the society and chair- 
man of the board of directors of Im-

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Nitrate Negotiations 
End Without Result 


Brussels Conference Discontinued 
—Germany Retains Import 


Duties for Present 
WASHINGTON, July 30, 1931. 


Negotiations which had been under 
way in Brussels for several days with 
the view of renewing the European ni- 
trate agreement were discontinued 
without accomplishment July 28, ac- 
cording to a cable received by the 
Chemical Division of the Department 
of Commerce. 

When the conference began last week 
observers reported that there was little 
possibility of an immediate agreement, 
but a united front was considered ne- 
cessary for European synthetic nitrate 
producing countries before renewing 
negotiations with Chile. Pending the 
European negotiations, Brussels be- 
lieved that a price war truce was like- 
ly. It was understood there that Chile 
was attempting to induce Germany to 
remove the duties recently placed on 
imports of Chilean nitrates. However, 
it was expected that Germany would 
retain these duties for the present at 
least for bargaining purposes in fur- 
ther negotiations and that the same 
might be said about the recent French 
fertilizer import license regulation. 

Polish producers were reported as 
favoring a renewal of the nitrate car- 
tel, but on July 22 the Polish Govern- 
ment promulgated a decree prohibiting 
the importation, except under permits 
from the Ministry of Commerce, of 
ammonium nitrate, ammonium sul- 
phate, Chilean saltpeter, sodium ni- 
trate, calcium nitrate, calcium cyana- 
mid, and compounds of these products. 

Belgian producers were represented 
as still hoping to include Chile in a 
nitrate agreement. They recognize 
that failure to agree will result in a 
serious competitive situation for all 
producers, but the German industry 
was believed to be relatively strong 
in comparison with other European 
exporters. An unconfirmed report 
from Antwerp had it that the Germans 
have already cut prices to what was 
believed to be their production cost. 
Reports of an impending Franco- 
Chilean agreement were discounted b) 
European observers. 

That there will eventually be a re- 
newal of the production and market- 
ing agreements of both synthetic and 
natural nitrate producers seemed in- 
evitable to most observers, but many 
seemed to think that this would prob- 
ably be preceded by an agreement 
among synthetic producers alone fol- 
lowed by efforts by Chile to make in- 
dividual arrangements with the prin- 
cipal European countries. An .agree- 
ment including all producers was con- 
sidered to be the only protection 
against a suicidal price war. The 
French industry was reported to be 
comparatively unalarmed at this situ- 
ation because France is not exporting 
nitrogen 

Discussion of the failure to renew 
the general nitrate accord which ex- 
pired July 1 included charges by 
Chileans that the Germans deliberately 
broke down negotiations through im- 
posing a tariff on nitrates, while the 
Germans placed the blame on Chile's 
demands for larger quotas. German 
leaders apparently believed a Euro- 
pean nitrate entente possible without 
the participation of Chile. 

It was reported chat during the 
negotiations estimates were made that 
during the coming year the world con- 
sumption of nitrates would be one and 
one-half million tons, whereas the 
world’s producing capacity is now four 
million tons, having been increased by 
one million tons during the last year. 
One proposal was that all producers 
operate at fifteen fortieths of capacity, 
but newer producing countries were 
said to have opposed it.

Dullness of Summer Period Continues--Lower Prices 
On English Vermilion--Some Grades of Lamp Black 


Are Easier--June Auto Registrations Show Decline 


The final week of July was a very 
inactive one in the market for paint, 
varnish and lacquer me.ierials. In fact, 
the entire month was < period of list- 
lessness and more so than is usual 
during the slow months of the Sum- 
mer. Practically no painting is going 
on in the South and with the sus- 
tained heat wave in the East, distrib- 
utors and makers of mixed paints re- 
port to the suppliers of raw materials 
that sales have fallen off measurably. 
Withdrawals against contracts and 
spot transactions in pigments, colors, 
gums and related products have corre- 
spondingly lessened. 

Again last week there was a dearth 
of price developments. The lone change 
on the surface of the market occurred 
in English quicksilver vermilion, 
which was reduced sharply in sym- 
pathy with a precipitation of values 
for the basic raw materials. Lamp 
black prices were also quoted lower 
for some grades, but this movement 
was not one that was confined wholly 
to the past week. The lower prices that 
sellers reported last week were more 
representative of the “going” position 
of the market during the past several 
weeks, 

The gum market was particularly 
listless last week. Sellers were not ex- 
ercising any particular efforts to move 
goods, having been content to fill the 
small orders at hand with supplies 
from small stocks in warehouse and 
deferring any activity in the primary 
markets. Prices were again nominal 
throughout, and, as -previously indi-

The pigment group was another that 
was consigned to slowness. July sales 
were believed to have been equal to or 
less than but not greater than the 
June aggregate, according to represen- 
tative sellers. The prices, however, re- 
mained steady. 

June automobile registrations in 34 
states and the District of Columbia 
totaled 150,352 new units against 186,- 
023 in May and 202,276 in June last 
year. New truck registrations in 28 
states and the District of Columbia to- 
taled 14,601 against 17,723 in May and 
17,506 in June last year. 

Contracts totaling $49,247,328 were 
let last week for public and semi- 
public works, bringing the total since 
Deccember 1 to $2,055,355,476, accord- 
ing to a statement July 27 by the 
President’s Emergency Committee for 
Employment. The amount covers 420 
projects. 

Opinion on prospects for Fall busi- 
ness is divided among the sellers of 
paint and varnish raw materials. The 
majority of houses have been main- 
taining an optimistic attitude and some 
hope for a farly good Fall trade. More 
conservative members of the trade, 
however, do not look for anything 
more than a sufficient volume of busi- 
ness to lift the market from its cur- 
rent position of dullness. A small but 
most likely steady consumption which 
would merely serve to keep the market 
in a state of flux was perhaps the aver- 
age opinion. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


The opening half of the week was a 
very quiet period in the lead market, 
but in the final half interest was rather 


active. Sellers were able to report a 
moderately active movement Thursday 
and Friday. Prices for pig lead re- 
mained steady throughout the week at 
4.40c. per pound New York and 4.25c. 
per pound East St. Louis. There was 
also some inquiry for September posi- 
tion at the end of the week, and sellers 
were quoting September at the spot 
prices. World production of lead dur- 
ing June was 120,240 short tons, com- 
pared with 123,639 tons in May and 
150,541 tons in June, 1930. Total pro- 
duction for the first six months of 1931 
was 807,244 tons, against 926,837 tons 
in the first six months of 1930. Lead 
production in the United States in June 
was 30,708 tons, compared with 39,519 
in May. 

Zinc prices tended toward easiness 
last week. While the producers were 
anxious to prevent the market from 
slipping back to its former low levels, 
there was very little support from the 
buying side of the market. The week's 
opening quotation was off 5 points 
from the preceding week's close of 
3.90c. per pound, East St. Louis, but 
on Tuesday the market advanced 242 
points to 3.87%c. per pound, where it 
remained for the rest of the week. On 
Friday, however, it was possible to buy 
at 3.85c. per pound. Demand was quiet 
throughout, and only a small interest 
was shown in forward position. Per- 
haps the most interesting event of the 
week was the fact that the 5 percent 
reduction -of output recently agreed 
upon by the international zinc cartel 
abroad went into effect Saturday.

Pigments 


Continued inactivity marked the po- 
sition of the pigment materials’ group 
during the past week. Paint manufac- 
turing consumers continued to avoid 
carrying stocks for more than neces- 
sary amounts to use in current mix- 
tures of finished products and condi- 
tions at the supplying sources were 
quite the same as in the few weeks 
preceding. Prices were without a 
known change. 

White Lead.—Lead-in-oil moved into 
use at a slightly faster pace than a 
week ago, but the sellers were not en- 
couraged by the increase. The dry 
pigments continued very slow while 
prices maintained an even position. 
Price protection on lead-in-oil and dry 
white lead was extended to Novem- 
ber 30. 

Red Lead.—The only achievement here 
was in the form of a sustained de- 
mand equal to the slow and dragging 
sort of the few preceding weeks. The 
cask price continued at 7%c. per 
pound on the even position of pig 
lead. Card prices on red lead-in-oil 
and dry red lead were protected 
against decline to November 30. 

Litharge. — In common with other 
lead oxides, the movement was a par- 
ticularly slow one, while prices for 
cask quantities remained at the pre- 
vious basis of 6%c. per pound. Last 
week corroders extended protection on 
ecard prices to November 30. 

Lithopone.—There was no particular 
importance to the trading in this pig- 
ment last week. Withdrawals against 
contracts were behind schedule in 
many directions and the July sales ag- 
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proven by success-

Prices 
were unchanged. 

Orange Mineral. — This lead oxide 
was another slow product last week 
and shared the general condition of 
other lead derivatives. The cask price 
for American material remained at 
9%c. to lle. per pound, dependent upon 
the seller. 

Titanium Pigment.—Price steadiness 
and fairly good buying movements 
featured this pigment, which was 
quoted at 6%c. to 6%c. per pound for 
the barium base article and 7c. to 7%c. 
per pound for calcium base. 

Zinc Oxide—There was no shift in 
the position of this pigment last week. 
The market was surrounded by the 
dullness of the summer period and 
prices were kept in a steady position. 

Barytes.— This was another pigment 
where the conditions of previous weeks 
were still in force. The quotations for 
domestic were steady at $22.20 per ton 
in paper bags, f.o.b. St. Louis, and $23 
per ton in cloth containers and bar- 
rels. The foreign article was named 
at $27 per ton. 


Dry Colors 


A continued retrogression in the 
volume of business done was observed 
by several dry color suppliers during 
the final week of July. The recession 
was slight but has extended over the 
past few weeks, heading the group of 
colors toward a distinctly dull position. 
The quoted prices, as a general rule, 
were steady, but softness was noted 
wherever competion was active. The 
principal price change of the past week 
was a reduction in the price of English 
quicksilver vermilion, which followed 
a precipitation of mercury prices. 

Bone Black.—Demand has been quite 
limited within recent weeks and while 
the prices were quoted without a 
change from former levels, there was 
some shading being done. 

Carbon Black.—The price for stand- 
ard grades continued at the basis of 3c. 
per pound, f.o.b. Texas, and while the 
eall from rubber tire manufacturers 
was not very active during the final 
week of the month, the position of the 
market remained steady. 

Carmine. — Manufacturers have not 

altered their prices, having been op- 
erating on high priced raw material, 
but there were some cheap prices of- 
fered by resellers last week. For 100- 
pound quantities $4.75 to $5 per pound 
was asked by producers, but in some 
directions it was possible to buy in 
1-tins for $5 per pound, 
. Chrome Yellow. — Makers declared 
last week that withdrawals against 
contracts during July were not at all 
good and the prospects for business 
over the next month was not very 
promising. However, prices were be- 
ing maintained steadily. 

Iron Oxides.—The movement of these 
products was slow again last week 
and, here and there softness in the 
price structure was noted on orders 
of size or where competition was 
heavy. 

Lamp Black.—The currently asked 
prices for grinders’ blue-tone grade 
was 10c. to 18c. per pound. Litho 
grade was quoted at 18c. to 22c. per 
pound and velvet was named at 9c. to 
12c. per pound. These prices were not 
actual reductions during the past week 
but were moré in line with the “go- 
ing’ position of the market than the 
former quotations. 

Vermilion.—A break in mercury 
prices brought about a reduction in 
the quotations for English quicksilver 
vermilion. The current prices were 
$1.60 to $1.65 per pound and the quo- 
tation for ton lots was $1.57 per pound. 
The latter figure was nominal and evi- 
dence of actual buying desire in ton 
quantities would produce lower fig- 


ures, 
Colors in Oil 


While prices for materials included 
in the group of oil colors were un- 
changed last week the demand side of 
the market also failed to provide any- 
thing of newness or importance. Sell- 
ers reported the movement as having 
been slow and entirely seasonal. 


Varnish Gums 


Listlessness was again dominant in 
the varnish gum market last week. 
Small, jobbing orders constituted the 
bulk of the business done. Sellers were 
more or less resigned to the present 
state of affairs and were not exercis- 
ing any special efforts to arouse inter- 
est in the buying trade. Primary mar- 
ket prices as well as those on spot 
were entirely nominal and in a reason- 
able sense, the market was determined 
by what prices buyers were willing to 
pay. 

Copals.—The market was very quiet 
last week and generally representative 
of the entire gum list in the fact that 
orders were chiefly for small jobbing 
quantities. Prices continued in a nomi- 
nal position with the quotations around 
former levels and possibilities of buy- 
ers obtaining shaded prices on fair- 


sized orders where competition was a 
factor. 

Dammars.—As_ in the _ preceding 
week the sales were small and irregu- 
lar. Prices for both the Batavia and 
Singapore articles were unchanged 
from the nominal levels that they have 
occupied for the past several weeks 
with the former at 10%c. to lle. per 
pound for standard A/E gradings and 
the Singapore at l5c. to 15%c. per 
pound for No. 1. 

Elemi.—Sellers reported that there 
was no interest at all in the market 
last week. No inquiries for important 
quantities were received and the pr’ces 
were unchanged at the nominal levels 
previously in force. 

Kauri.—This was another group 
where the prices were wholly in a 
nominal position and where the mar- 
ket merely marked time during the 
week. Sales were small. 

Sandarac.—There was not much in- 
terest shown in this gum and prices 
remained around 18c. to 19c. per pound. 
The future position was also lacking 
in interest although 1eports from the 
primary market have indicated the 
probability of higher prices. 


Other Paint Materials 


Fillers and other products included 
in the miscellaneous paint materials 
group did not contain any particular 
features through last week. The 
period was an idle one with points of 
saliency conspicuously absent. So far 
as could be learned there were no price 
changes in the market. 

Casein. — The market was dull 
throughout the week. Prices were soft 
but neither the domestic nor the Ar- 
gentine article revealed an open change 
from the quotations of a week ago. 

Graphite.—Prices fcr both the amor- 
phous and flake products have been 
held steadily in the face of slow and 
non-supporting demands from the reg- 
ular consuming trade. 

Infusorial Earth.—This was another 
commodity where the demand was slow 
and dragging but where the prices were 
held without change. 

Whiting.—Prices for this commodity 
have also been held steadily. Neither 
importers nor domestic sellers could 
report much in the way of business. 


Driers 


July takings of stearates by paint 
manufacturers were very small and 
only a limited use of stearate com- 
pounds by grease manufacturers kept 
the market for these driers in a state 
of flux. Virtually all of the business 
current was of the less car lot variety 
and prices, while they have not been 
changed from the schedule, were sub- 
ject to liberal concessions on good- 
sized orders and where competition 
was being exercised. 

Resinates continued with the char- 
acteristic weakness that has been noted 
for some time back and the remainder 
of the drier group, including the palm- 
itates, were without new features. 


Glues 


The bone glue market was quiet 
last week and was expeeted to continue 
so for the next several weeks. Users 
were well covered’ for their require- 
ments on contracts running over the 
balance of the year and it was reported 
that some of the factories have closed 
down for the remainder of the Sum- 
mer. Bone glue prices were being 
well held at 8c. to 10c. per pound for 
car lots of the common grades and 10c. 
to 15c. for similar quantities of the 
better grades. Imported medal glue 
continued at 15c. to 17c. per pound. 

The hide glue situation was also said 
to have been steady. The manufac- 
turers claimed to have been losing 
money on by-products and in effort 
to keep their returns from below the 
cost level, were holding the prices on 
glues in a steady position. Repre- 
sentative sellers declared:last week that 
July business was about equal with the 
small aggregate for June. 


Metal Leaf 


The final week of the month did not 
alter the metal leaf market from the 
slow and dragging course that it has 
been confined ‘within the preceding 
weeks in July. The decorating trade 
and other lines of outlet were not at 
all active and like in the past several 
weeks, shading was featured on the 
price side of the market. Gold leaf, 
however, remained steady. 


Lacquer Materials 


The market for the various lacquer 
solvents moved through a compara- 
tively dull trading week, with the 
price position of the market as a whole 
unchanged. Shipments to the major 
quarters of consumption indicated 
that buyers were holding purchases to 
actual needs. However, the sentiment 
in the market appeared somewhat im- 
proved by virtue of the announcement 
by six motor car producers that opera- 
tion would be maintained at fair pace 
throughout the current month. June

Paint Formula-Labeling

Bill Pending in Georgia 
An amendment to the Georgia “pure 
paint and oils” law, which would re- 
quire all paints to be labeled with the 
weight or volume of all the ingredients 
of which they are composed, is pend- 
ing in the Georgia legislature. The 
bill has been passed to the house by 
the committee to which it was referred 
and awaits action. 
The principal requirements of 
bill are as follows: —

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17, 1920] shall clearly and distinctly state 
the name and residence of the manufac- 
turer of the paint or the distributor 
thereof, or of the party for whom the 
same is manufactured. Said label to 
clearly’ state, in addition to the before- 
meritioned matter, the quantity contained 
in’the package; this in the case of liquid 
om mixed paints, to be designated in 
United States standard gallons or frac- 
tions thereof, and in the.case of paste or 
semipaste paints, such as are commonly 
sold by weight, to be shown by weight 
avoirdupois, together with the exact in- 
gredients in volume or weight and the 
said information shall be printed in the 
English language in pain legible type. 

The foregoing provision is not to 
apply to stocks on hand at the time 
of the passage of the act.

Large Rosin Shipments from Savannah--Stocks There 
Decrease Sharply--Turpentine Receipts Are Liberal-- 
Moderate Price Changes--Local Trade Fairly Active 


Conservative transactions were still 
the rule in the local market for naval 
stores. In some quarters an increase 
was noted in the volume of inquiries 
received for turpentine and rosin, but 
purehasing was generally limited to 
moderate quantities, consumers being 
disposed to await further developments 
in the South, especially as to the co- 
operative marketing holdings. Changes 
in quotations were moderate. 


Conflicting reports were heard con- 
cerning the condition of business in 
turpentine in primary markets, but of- 
ficial returns seemed to indicate that 
demand was holding up well and some 
contended that sales would have been 
larger than they were, but for the 
smallness of offerings from day to day, 
available supplies being readily ab- 
sorbed. Sentiment concerning the co- 
operative holdings seemed to be rather 
more cheerful in the South as well as 
here and the same was apparently true 
of unfavorable features of the week’s 
news concerning general foreign and 
domestic financial, political and busi- 
ness conditions. 


As to the co-operative holdings it 
was reported that the bank at Co- 
lumbia has appointed a committee of 
four members of the co-operative as- 
sociation to sell the collateral which 
the bank holds against the loan. The 
committee hopes to sell it all to one 
buyer and the bank claimed to have in 
view a buyer who would take it all 
at a price involving no loss to the 
bank. The hot weather is reported to 
have caused excessive leakage or 
evaporation of the turpentine so that 
the bank is exceedingly desirous of 
getting rid of its holdings, although 
it does not want to sell in the open 
market at present prices. Efforts were 
made to form a syndicate to take over 
the collateral, but failed to accomplish 
anything. The bank’s holdings are 
given as 63,000 barrels of turpentine 
and 233,000 barrels of rosin. 

The export movement of gum tur- 
pentine during June, according to of- 
ficial statistics, was slightly larger 
than in the previous month. Exports 
during the first half of the calendar 
year, however, were about 1,500,000 
gallons smaller than in the same time 
last year. 


A noteworthy development in the 
rosin situation last week was an in- 
crease in the outward movement from 
Savannah, about 22,000 barrels clear- 
ing from that port on one day of the 
week and 4,600 barrels on another day. 
Further large shipments are said to be 
impending. Stocks at Savannah showed 
a sharp decrease despite rather liberal 
receipts. On the other hand, supplies 
at Jacksonville increased, the outward 
movement being comparatively light.

Naval Stores Distribution 


Survey Launched by U. S. 
WASHINGTON, July 30, 1931. 


A distribution survey of the naval 
stores industry is being launched by 
the Department of Commerce in an 
effort to learn facts about the prin- 
cipal markets to form the basis for in- 
telligent sales effort by the industry. 

The survey will aim to secure infor- 
mation on the amount of both foreign 
and domestic turpentine entering con- 
sumption annually in this country and 
its chief uses. Naval stores factors 
and other large distributors will he 
asked to supply information on their 
principal customers during each month 
of the 1930-31 season, and the custom- 
ers will then be asked how they used 
the product and their probable de- 
mands next year. In this way the in- 
dustry will learn who uses its prod- 
ucts, where these customers are lo- 
cated, what they use it for, and what 
times of the year they make their 
purchases. For instance, it may be 
discovered that New England shoe 
manufacturers and floor polish manu- 
facturers in the Middle West buy tur- 


pentine during entirely different sea- 
sons of the year. 

The study is under the direction of 
G. R. Salisbury, in charge of the indus- 
trial marketing section of the Mer- 
chandising Research Division of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, in co-operation with the Chem- 
ieal Division of that bureau. Although 
turpentine is the principal commodity, 
the survey will include data on other 
pine-tree products. As the bureau is 
without a special appropriation for this 
survey, it will be conducted chiefly by 
correspondence and will depend on 
voluntary co-operation of the industry. 


Adams Paint Advertising 
Assailed by Trade Board 


WASHINGTON, July 30, 1931. 


A long series of allegedly mislead - 
ing advertising statements is cited in 
a complaint which the Federal Trade 
Commission has issued against the 
Adams Paint Company, manufacturer 
of painting materials, Cleveland, Ohio. 

The company’s claims that its paint 
is made of pure white lead and linseed 
oil with the addition of a “secret” in- 
gredient are unfounded, the commis- 
sion says, in naming several inferior 
ingredients which it believes the paint 
contains. This concern is not a manu- 
facturer and does not test its paints 
in its own laboratory, but buys them 
from another company, it is stated in 
the complaint. The size and extent of 
the company’s business are questioned 
by the commission, which reveals the 
fact that it has conducted its business 
only since 1924 and not since 1906, as 
represented in its advertising. The 
commission declares that the roof 
coating which this company sells, ad- 
vertising that it will withstand the 
weather for ten years, has never been 
tested in this way. 


J.P.Dillard Arrested on 
Virginia Bribery Charge 
WASHINGTON, July 30, 1931. 


James P. Dillard, who was arrested 
in Greensboro, N. C., July 27, on a fugi- 
tive-from-justice warrant charging 
him with evading an indictment in 
Virginia for commercial bribery is the 
same man who is named in a com- 
plaint issued by the Federal Trade 
Commission against the Gilbert Spru- 
ance Company, Philadelphia, according 
to the Unfair Competition Bureau of 
the Paint, Varnish and Lacquer 
Industry. 

The Greensboro warrant charged 
that Dillard was indicted by the Grand 
Jury of Henry County, Virginia, at 
Martinsville, July 7. for “corruptly in- 
fluencing agents, servants, and em- 
ployees.”

Slight Fluctuations in Refined Cottonseed Oil Futures 
--Trading Quiet--Southern Offerings Continue Light-- 
Cotton Easier -- Crop Accounts Generally Favorable 


The markets for cottonseed products 
here and in the South were quiet last 
week. Fluctuations in refined old fu- 
tures in the local market were within 
narrow limits, the ending being at a 
moderate decline. Crude oil in the 
South was quiet and generally nominal. 
Offerings of other cottonseed products 
were light and prices did not vary 
much. Weather and crop news from 
the cotton belt was generally favor- 
able. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were 60 tankcars. 
Closing prices on Thursday were 12 to 
25 points lower on the principal months 
as compared with the previous Fri- 
day. 

Market news that may have devel- 
oped after this report was sent to press 
will be found on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Quiet conditions continued the rule 
in the South so far as spot markets 
were concerned, demand for meal from 
feeders and other buyers being limited 
to comparatively small quantities and 
few were disposed to look for any 
broadening of operations in the im- 
mediate future. Pasturage has been 
improved by recent rains and mill feed 
and other products which compete with 
cottonseed meal in the feed trade are 
still available at low prices. In some 
instances the tendency of quotations 
on competing commodities still appears 
to be downward. 

On the other hand offerings of cot- 
tonseed meal were generally light and 
according to some in the trade no pres- 
sure of offerings is likely to be ex- 
perienced until the movement of new 
crop cottonseed expands. Quotations 
were more or less nominal with $21 to 
$22 per ton named for 7 percent meal 
in the Southeast and $24 to $25 per 
ton for 8 percent meal in the Valley. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed vil 
futures continued quiet last week. 
Sentiment was still mixed concerning 
the probable course of prices in the 
near future and many in the trade 
were disposed to curtail operations 
pending further developments in the 
crop situation as weil as in general 
business, financial and foreign politi- 
cal conditions. The news of the week 
concerning business in this country 
contained some unfavorable features 
and developments in the markets for 
securities and cotton as well as other 
commodities were of a kind to create 
bearish sentiment but at prevailing 
prices traders were not inclined to 
take the aggressive on the selling side 
of cottonseed oil although there was 
sufficient pressure to have a slightly 
depressing effect at times in a narrow 
market. 

On the other hand support was not 
lacking, firmness in hogs and lard as 
well as occasional upturns in grain 
leading to covering and new buying 
on weak spots. Offerings of crude oil 
continued light in all parts of the 
South and few look for any change in 
the situation in this respect until the 
new crop season gets under way. Crop 
news last week was regarded by many 
as favorable on the whole but increas- 
ing talk was heard concerning the pos- 
sibility of weevil damage in sections 
where showers have been frequent re- 
cently. 

Products which compete with cot- 
tonseed oil, though quiet, were gener- 
ally steady or firm. The tone of the 
tallow market appeared to be slightly 
easier at one time but this proved to 
be merely temporary. Offerings of 
that commodity from producers con- 
tinued light. The trend of the Hull 
cottonseed oil market was downward 
though changes were unimportant. Re- 
ceipts of live hogs in Western markets 
were moderate. The weight of the 
hogs received in Chicago during the 
week ended July 25 was 261 pounds on 
the average as compared with 262 
pounds in the previous week. The 
export movement of lard continued 
light. Shipments to foreign countries 
from January 1 to July 25 were 343,- 
815,000 pounds, or nearly 75,000,000 
pounds less than in the same time last 
vear. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report stated that moderate tem- 
peratures were the rule and there was 
consilerable rain in the Central and 
Eastern portions. In general the week 
was favorable though rain was rather 
too frequent in some Mississippi Val- 
ley sections and more moisture would 


be helpful in the Northwestern por- 
tions of the belt. In some wetter sec- 
tions growth has been rather too rank 
at the expense of fruiting, and condi- 
tions favored weevil and shedding. 

In the Northern two-thirds of Texas 
and in Eastern Oklahoma, cotton made 
good progress. Rain is needed in Cen- 
tral and Western Oklahoma while 
growth is rank with considerable 
shedding in Southern Texas. Picking 
is under way in lower coast sections. 
In Central states of the belt growth 
is mostly good. In Alabama and 
Georgia progress has been good fol- 
lowing rains. In the Carolinas and 
Virginia the general outlook is mostly 
favorable. In South Carolina first cot- 
ton was picked this year nine days 
later than normal. 

Closing prices on Thursday were 12 
to 25 points lower on the more active 
months as compared with the final 
quotations of the previous Friday.

Trade in the general list of animal, 
vegetable and fish oils, fats and 
greases was auiet last week, consum- 
ers being disposed to adhere to a 
hand-to-mouth course in making pur- 
chases pending further developments 
in the financial and business situation 
abroad and at home. Offerings were 
light, however, and the prevailing tone 
was steady, few changes occurring in 
prices. 

Chinawood oil was fairly steady in 
domestic markets and changes in quo- 
tations were narrow here and on the 
coast.

Coconut oil met with a somewhat 
better inquiry, though actual business 
was apparently limited to unimportant 
quantities.

Chinawood.—Domestic markets had a 
fairly steady tone last week and price 
movements here and on the coast were 
narrow. In the latter market the pre- 
vailing quotation was 5\4c. per pound 
in tankears, prompt shipment, while 
here 5%c. per pound was generally 
named. These prices appeared to be 
more or less nominal, however, in the 
absence of any transaction of conse- 
quence. Sales in the local market were 
apparently confined to a few unim- 
portant lots in small packages. Of- 
ferings from importers and dealers here 
and on the coast were light in all po- 
sitions. There was no material change 
in the situation abroad, Hankow being 
reported as steady or firm with offer- 
ings light. Imports into the United 
States in June, 1931, amounted to 
9,484,708 pounds valued at $528,388 as 
compared with 11,538,789 pounds worth

during the same month in 1929. Total 
importations of 37,790,623 pounds val- 
ued at $2,254,487 were recorded dur- 
ing the first six months of 1931 con- 
trasted with 64,711,480 pounds having 
a value of $5,969,392 brought in during 
the corresponding period of 1930. 

Coconut.— Quotations underwent little 
change last week, the tone of the 
markets here and on the coast being 
fairly steady. There was a somewhat 
better inquiry but actual business was 
apparently not of much importance, 
consumers still being disinclined to 
purchase in advance of requirements. 
On the coast 3%c. per pound was a 
minimum quotation for prompt ship- 
ment in tankcars and business was re- 
ported to have been closed on the basis. 
Here 4%c. per pound was quoted for 
prompt shipment in tankcars and the 
same figure was named for bulk oil 
for shipment from the Far East. Copra 
was easier on the coast. 

Corn.—The market for crude had a 
firmer tone although prices did not 
show much change. Early in the week 
there were offerings at 6%c. per pound, 
prompt shipment in tankcars, but 
later on 65@c. per pound was more 
generally named. There was a fair 
inquiry. Offerings from producers con- 
tinued light. 

Mustard.—There was a fair demand 
and the market retained a steady tone. 

Olive.—Offerings of foots were some- 
what freer and the market had an 
easier tone although changes in prices 
were slight, quotations being 4%c. to 
Se. per pound in barrels. The market 
abroad was reported as steady. De- 
natured oi] met with a fair demand in 
a jobbing way and quotations were 
generally maintained. 

Palm.—The market here continued to 
present a firm appearance in the ab- 
sence of any material change in the 
situation abroad where sellers were stiil 
reserved, offerings being light in all 
positions.

The United States Supreme Court 
has been petitioned to for a review of 
decisions of the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Fifth Circuit in cases in- 
volving a question as to whether or not 
the product of the Standard Margarine 
Company of Florida is taxable as mar- 
garin. The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue decided that it was artifically 


colored margarin and assessed a tax 
of $5,000 on 50,000 pounds estimated 
to have been produced in January, 
1929. The company declared the prod- 
uct was not margarin and obtained a 
preliminary injunction in the Federal 
district court for the southern dis- 
trict of Florida. Upon appeal to the 
Circuit Court of Appeals the decision 


of the lower court was affirmed. The 
government, in asking for a review, 
asserted that the question involved 
is of importance to the government in 
the administration of the revenue law.

Advance in Lacquer Diluent, and Other Solvents 
Follows Crude Price Rise--Oklahoma Governor Asks 
Further Crude Advance --Threatens to Close Wells 


Following a widespread advance in 
crude oil prices, Midcontinent refiners’ 
quotations for the several petroleum 
solvents and industrial naphthas were 
marked upward last week. Prices for 
cleaners’ naphtha, lacquer diluent, 
petroleum thinner, rubber’ solvents, 
Stoddard solvent and v.m.&p. naphtha 
were all raised. The progress of the 
market for these oils being 
watched closely by industrial users, 
particularly because of the possibility 
of even higher crude oil prices to occur 
shortly and most likely a correspond- 
ingly higher market for these deriv- 
atives. The East Coast refinery mar- 
ket and also the position at the Chi- 
cago refineries was not affected by the 
movement at the Midcourtinent last 
week. 

The general advance in crude prices 
which commenced July 22 with a boost 
for Oklahoma-Kansas and North 
Texas crudes spread to several other 
fields including Pennsylvania, Western 
Ontario, Indiana, [Illinois and Ohio 
fields, Gulf Coast, Texas Panhandle, 
North Central and Central Texas, 
Louisiana and practically all fields ex- 
cept in California. One purchaser of 
Oklahoma crude advanced the posted 
prices quite sharply, having posted a 
50c. per barrel top. The focus of all 
interest was a demand made _ upon 
Oklahoma oil operators by Governor 
Murray of Oklahoma to advance the 
price of oil to $1 per barrel by Sat- 
urday or else all flush wells in the 
State would be shut down by force. 
Considerable interest was aroused by 
this command and oil executives in the 
state, at the time of writing, were 
seeking counter movements to offset 
the Governor's ultimatum. Up to Fri- 
day no movement was undertaken to 
advance the prices. Doubting the Gov- 
ernor’s constitutional power to shut 
down the flush wells, it was quite like- 
ly that the various oil operators would 
seek a federal injunction against the 
movement, but they will probably 
await the Governor's physical action 
before asking for an injunction so that 
development would not likely to occur 
until early this week. 

Daily average production of crude oil 
in the United States for the week 
ended July 25 was 2,486,950 barrels, 
compared with 2,446,800 barrels in the 
preceding week and 2,488,700 barrels at 
this time last vear, according to the 
American Petroleum Institute. Daily 
average imports of petroleum during 
the four weeks ended July 25 was 
1,558,000 barrels against 1,740,000 bar- 
rels in the four weeks ended July 18 
Runs of foreign and domestic crude to 
stills during the week ended July 25 
totaled 17,599,000 barrels or a daily av- 
erage of 2,514,100 barrels for 69 percent 
of refinery operation against a total 
of 17,311,000 barrels or a daily average

of 2,463,000 barrels for 67.8 percent of 
operation during the preceding week. 


Solvents and Diluents 


In sympathy with the general up- 
ward movement in crude oil prices 
early last week the market for sol- 
vents, diluents and industrial naphthas 
moved upward also. Quotations for 
cleaners’ naphtha, lacquer diluent, pe- 
troleum thinner, rubber solvents, Stod- 
dard solvent and v.m.&p. naphtha were 
all raised. At the time of writing it 
was too early to determine whether or 
not the price advances would stimu- 
late buying of these oils but it was 
known that the market was being 
watched with a keen interest particu- 
larly to see whether or not crude oil 
purchasers will advance their prices 
further as demanded by Governor 
Murray of Oklahoma. Saturday night 
was the deadline allowed by the Gov- 
ernor and buyers of industrial naph- 
thas were anxiously awaiting the de- 
velopments for if the crude market 
was to be advanced again it was quite 
likely that the derivative solvents 
would follow. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha.—As a result of 
the improved crude position the quo- 
tations for the 56-58 300 e.p. product 
were advanced \c. per gallon last week 
and the current asking quotation at 
Midcontinent refineries was 5c. per gal- 
lon. Sales were not said to have been 
very active and the advance was 
wholly due to the betterment of crude 
prices.

Diluent.—Quotations for 
were also advanced 
last week at the Midcontinent refiner- 
ies. Also because of the rise in crude 
oil values, the quotations were ad- 
vanced \c. per gallon to the basis of 
6lec. for tankears, f.o.b. Midcontinent 
refineries. The position at Chicago and 
East Coast refineries was not affected 
by the movement in the Midcontinent. 

Petroleum Thinner. Midcontinent 
refinery quotations for this solvent 
were also higher last week on account 
of the boost in the crude market. The 
tankear prices were advanced %c. per 
gallon to the basis of 3%c. per gallon, 
f.o.b. Group 3. Like other solvents, 
however, the East Coast and Chicago 
refinery markets were not affected. The 
East Coast refinery market was steady 
at the recently lowered price of 9c. per 
gallon. 

Rubber Solvents.—Both the standard 
heavy grade and the light grade were 
advanced in price at Midcontinent re- 
tineries last week. The quotations for 
tankear quantities were advanced 4c 
per gallon to the basis of 4%c. per 
gallon for each, f.o.b. refineries. 

Stoddard Solvents.—The low quota- 
tions of 4c. per gallon were removed 
from the Midcontinent refinery market 
last week and 44ec. per gallon was es-

-Reduction in the price for imported 
tartar@ acid constituted the only 
change in the market for the industrial 
chemicals during the week just closed. 
Otherwise the dealings typified the 
usual summer dullness. With the con- 
sumers showing a tendency to confine 
takings of the more important com- 
modities to actual requirements, the 
bright spot of the dealings continued 
to be the seasonal movement of a few 
insecticides. 

A fairiy active call was experienced 
for white arsenic as a result of the in- 
vasion of hordes of grasshoppers in the 
middle west, overrunning the crops. 
However, the buying failed to have the 
necessary stimulation to bring about 
a revision in the price for that prod- 
uct. At the same time a fairly active 
call was experienced for calcium arse- 
nate from the Mississippi Valley dis- 
trict. The seasonal call for bordeaux 
mixture as well as lead arsenate pet- 
ered out. 


The extension of the copper sulphate 
season through the next week was gen- 
erally expected in‘ trade circles, but 
leading sellers were not inclined to 
venture an opinion beyond that point. 
At the same time it was intimated that 
shipments in August would most likely 
exceed the volume of turnover experi- 
enced in the same month a year ago. 

Although the copper market touched 
a new low level in the early part of 
the week, the market recovered toward 
the close of the week. Imports of re-

United States during June were 21,055 
metric tons, as compared with 16,159 
tons in May, according to the American 
Bureau of Metal Statistics. The belief 
in copper trade circles was that the 
trend of prices would continue down- 
ward until there is a drastic reduction 
in production. With production con- 
tinuing above demand the consumers 
of the metal are not interested in in- 
creasing supplies. It was generally 
conceded that production figures for 
July of both refined and unrefined cop- 
per would touch a new high level. 

Copperas continued decidedly firm 
last week, although steel mill opera- 
tions moved forward to 32 percent of 
capacity, as against 30 percent in pre- 
vious week. However, it was stated 
that prices remained unchanged de- 
spite the fact that some producers 
were allocating material to routine 
consumers only. The textile unsettle- 
ment in the nearby districts have had 
no telling effect on the market here as 
yet, with soda phosphate and aqua 
ammonia moving in fair volume, al- 
though a slight slackening was noted 
in shipments of muriatic acid. At the 
same time sellers indicated that no 
alleviation in the shortage of soda ace- 
tate was apparent last week. 

Alums.—Usual buyers supplied the 
activity in the sulphate commodity 
again last week, but were inclined to 
cover for actual requirements only. 
Demand for the other items in this 
group continued slow and prices were 
without change. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous.—Continuance 
of the exceedingly warm weather re- 
sulted in an expansion of shipments to 
the major‘quarters of consumption as 
well as the filling of spot orders for 
occasional consumers who were re- 
plenishing supplies. Quotations were 


decidedly firm at the previously estab- 
lished levels. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—Curtailed opera- 
tions in the textile mills at Paterson, 
N. J., failed to have any telling effect 
on the market for the less than car lot 
orders of this product. A steady tone 
was evidence throughout the week and 
prices were unaltered. 

Antimony.—Demand continued in 
the doldrums during the period under 
review. Primary market’ cables indi- 
cated a fairly steady tone in the trad- 
ing there. An easing tendency was 
evident in the market here toward the 
close of the week, but prices were 
unchanged. 

Barium Salts.—A fair demand was 
experienced for the carbonate material 
again last week, while the demand for 
the peroxide continued narrow and 
consumers of the chlorate material 
were inclined to hold takings to ac- 
tual needs, Slight improvement in cer- 
tain consuming industries of the chlo- 
ride product tended to create a better 
sentiment in that direction. All quo- 
tations were” without change. 

Bleaching Powder.—Leading produc- 
ers stated that shipments in the first 
half of July had measured up satis- 
factorily, and, while the final half of 
the month experienced a fairly active 
eall, indications were apparent that 
the total for the month would be 
slightly under the turnover realized 
in the same month a year ago. The 
undercurrent of the dealings on spot 
was firm. Prices unchanged. 
ri- 
cultural areas progressed at a fair 
pace ‘throughout the week under re- 
view. Leading sellers were inclined 
toward the belief that the season 
would continue throughout the next 
week. However, beyond that point no 
opinion would be ventured. The mar- 
ket continued to show a firm tone, 
aided to a degree by the dullness in 
the copper market, while a firm tone 
remains in evidence at the quotations 
on which the current schedule for cop- 
per sulphate was based.

Chrome Cake.—As a result of the 
reduction in the price for this mer- 
chandise last week, a flurry of small 
lot orders entered the market and 
prices were well sustained at the re- 
cently established levels. 

Copper.—Inactivity continued to 
dominate the dealings in the market 
for electrolytic copper last week, with 
leading producers quoting nominally at 
Se. per pound delivered, Connecticut 
Valley basis. In custom smelter circles 
a limited tonnage was available at 7%c. 
per pound, but in view of the very 
slack demand no great pressure to sell 
Was exerted. Reports were current 
that second hand or resale metal for 
spot delivery was quoted around 7%c. 
per pound. With copper available in 
only small amounts and selling at all 
time low of 7%c. per pound for third 
time this year, not much in the way 
of encouragement was had for com- 
panies engaged in production of this 
basic commodity. 

Copperas.—With wire mills operat- 
ing on the approximate ratio of 30 to 
35 percent of capacity, the market for 
copperas continued decidedly firm 
throughout the week just ended. While 
stocks were reported to have reached 
a low level, leading sellers indicated 
that no change in the price was made 
and that they were adhering to the 
schedule that has been in effect for 
some time past. 

Glauber’s Salt.—Buying continued at 
fair pace throughout the week in the 
market for the anhydrous material. 
Other items in this group noted a good 
volume moving to important quarters 
of consumption. Prices were un- 
changed. 

Lead Acetate.—No change in the 
prices for the various grades of this 
product were uncovered last week, with 
the demand showing a tendency to

Buying for ship- 
ment up to the turn of the year was good 
for a time and consumers undoubtedly 
contracted for a part of their seasonal 
requirements. Argentine reports on old 
crop reserves are bullish and indicate but 
small reserves left for use in this coun- 
try. An early movement of new crop 
domestic seed is due but a very light oil 
yield is expected of this flax. Old crop seed 
is disappearing rapidly, though not rap- 
idly enough to give out before new stuff 
becomes available in fair volume. Be- 
cause an unusually early movement in 
new seed is promised the crushers show 
a disposition to grind their old stuff more 
freely. 

Shipping instructions on maturing con- 
tracts are prompt. Some sales are be- 
ing made for immediate shipment and in- 
structions come with the orders. Busi- 
ness in less than carload lots is good and 
shipments are being made promptly.

McGowan’s Adédtess 


In his survey of the probléms of the 
international chemical industry, Mc- 
Gowan stated that whereas the over- 
all increase in British exports was 
only 53 percent, the increase in Brit- 
ish chemical exports durifig the last 
fifty years was not less than 94 per- 
cent. While the chemist might regard 
his discoveries as the final achieve- 
ment, he stated, such discoveries were 
only the beginning of a new problem 
to the industrialist who has tne task 
of holding a balance between the ap- 
plication of new discoyeries and the 
preservation of the existing economic 
equilibrium. New knowledge might 
threaten to derange whole industries, 
raising social, financial ,and political 
problems, he pointed out,, As an ex- 
ample of this he cited the fertilizer in- 
dustry which once stood in the position 
of facing a scarcity and)'today faces 
stiflement with plenty, with the re- 
sult that the balance between indus- 
trial and agricultural production has 
been dislocated. 

In part he continued as follows:—

fabric of money, in which disturbances 
of this nature tear great rents kevery 
improvement in processes, which add tu 
mastery over nature tends to lead to in- 


creased supply Yet so long as monetary 
conditions remain unchanged price move- 
and though the 


ments are inevitable, 

prices of raw materials or manufac- 
tured goods fall, the capital of a com- 
pany is subject to no such alteration. A 
reduced volume of profits arising trom 
a fall in prices, therefore, involves a re- 


duction in the ratio of these profits to the 
fixed czpital shown in the balance sheet, 


which often leads to a criticism of the 
industrialist which is entirely unjustified 
Other difficulties arise from the custom 


of borrowing capital at fixed rates of in- 
terest. Out of smaller profits, fixed inter- 
est rates take the same amount of money. 
Dividends are reduced, market values of 
shares decl.ne, and the imvestors’ purse is 
closed to new enterprises, The same dif- 
ficulty in national finance, when a large 
proportion of the public expenditure is 
represented by an unchatiged rate of in- 


terest upon a national debt, tends to in- 
crease the burden of taxation upon in- 
dustry. 


In international trade, the rapidity of 
the advance in knowledge and its applica- 
tion to mass production has been so great 
that today there is no great difference 
between the efficiency of different nations. 


When this efficiency is accompanied by 
different standards «f life, the competitive 
position of tw nut.onalities, with dif- 
ferent scales of life, take on a new meuan- 
ing. Markets are therefore being lost to 


us eitheir because of high tariffs, or be- 


cause of the adoption of the latest meth- 
ods of production bised on lower stand- 
ards of living. What is the industrialist 


doing? He has endeavored to search for 
additional financial strength and this has 
led to the development of larger and 
larger units in which the chemical indus- 
try in this country, as' in Germany, the 
United States of AmericA, and elsewhere 
is a leader. Still the industiralist is faced 
with many difficulties for the relief of 
which we may look to three remedies :— 

First, the adoption of a tariff in Great 
Britain; second, the promotion of, an Em- 
pire economic unit; and thirdly, the still 
greater unification of various industries in 
each country with wider measures of in- 
dustrial planning.

' Renew Efforts to Re-establish Nitrate Cartel Abroad 
--Sulphate of Ammonia Holds Firmly--No Material 
Drop in Nitrate Prices Planned Says Chilean Official 


Attention of the fertilizer manufac- 
turing trade last week was centered 
upon the prospects and progress of the 
market for nitrate of soda and sulphate 
of ammonia. Another attempt to erect 
a cartel for the several European pro- 
ducing interests collapsed just before 
the opening of the week and again last 
week conferences were held seeking to 
overcome the difficulties that have 
barred the way to a limitation of pro- 
duction and price control agreement 
during the past ten weeks. Chilean 
interests have again entered into the 
negotiations and it was understood that 
Chile was now quite anxious for an 
accord with Europe because of the 
political turnover and financial crisis. 
Should an agreement be effected it was 
considered quite likely that sulphate 
of ammonia prices would take on a 
firmer aspect. Such a probability was 
indicated last week by the steadiness 


of the market when it was learned 
that the conferees were again in 
session. 

Interest in sulphate of ammonia was 
again quite keen last week but by 
comparison with the preceding week 


there was not much buying done. It 
was reported that many in the trade 
have bought at least a portion of its 
requirements but the buyers were un-

An official of the chief Chilean ni- 
trate of soda interest here declared 
last week that new business has been 
negotiated and some old contracts 
were being renewed at a slightly lower 
price level but when questioned fur- 
ther it was declared that Chilean ma- 
terial, like the domestic synthetic prod- 
uct, was being offered for July or 
August delivery at June prices, subject 
to rebate should the official price 
schedule be lower when it is issued. 
Notwithstanding statements that no 
material reduction in Chilean nitrate of 
soda prices is in prospect or antici- 
pated, there was a strong current of 
belief in the trade that the price level 
would be lowered. 


From the annual farm survey and 
dealers’ reports of shipments the Ala- 
bama State Department of Agriculture 
and Industries estimates the amount of 
fertilizers used this year by Alabama 
farmers at 425,000 tons. Of this 322,000 
tons were used on cotton and 103,000 
on all other crops. These figures com- 
pare with 646,000 used last year, 513,000 
on cotton, and 133,000 on other crops. 

Of the total used this year, 93,440 
tons were used as separate ingredients 
—that is as side dressing and home 
mixed, compared with 184,690 tons last 
season. The amount of ready mixed 
goods used this year 531,560 tons, 
against 461,310 last year. Of the sep- 
arates used this year, 62,176 tons was 





superphosphate, 25,503 nitrogenous 
goods, and 5,761 potash. Last year of 
the separates 106,196 was phosphate, 


68,712 nitrogen and 9,782 potash. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—Another attempt 
to eartelize the European nitrates in- 
dustry was made, but without success. 
It is now assumed, however, that an 
accord between ‘Chile and the Euro- 
pean industry jis an imperative move- 
ment because of the political crisis 
and upset financial conditions in Chile 
and ammenities for a resumption of 


conferences among representatives of 
the interested nations, have gotten un- 
der way. An official of the Chilean 
company here was quoted as having 
said that the company has negotiated 
some new business and is renewing 
some of its old contracts at a slightly 
lower price level and that no material 
reduction from the present scale is in 
prospect or anticipated. In reply to a 
query regarding the lower prices, how - 
ever, sellers declared that they were 
offering at nothing less than $2.05 per 
100 pounds for curlot quantities and 
upwards, subject to rebate if the final 
schedule should be lower in price. Not- 
withstanding contrary statements 
there was a strong belief in the local 
trade that prices would be lower and 
buyers were withholding purchases in 
that hope. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—The situa- 
tion was firmer last week while an- 
other attempt to unionize the Euro- 
pean industry was being made. The 
$23 per ton prices previously rumored 
as having been quoted by foreign ship- 
pers were never actually made, accord- 
ing to best information and even vol- 
untary bids of $24.50 per ton were re- 
fused. Also $25 per ton for Gulf port 
delivery was refused. Importers’ quo- 
tations were firm at $25 per ton c. i. f. 
Atlantic ports, but purchasing Was not 
so active as in the preceding week. The 
domestic sellers continued to quote $26 
per ton, f. o. b, works nearest to buy- 
er’s plant and as previously reported, 
a sale of domestic material was made 
a week ago at $25 per ton in Balti- 
more, During the past fortnight a large

With the prominent sellers revising 
quotations downward for solvent naph- 
tha, toluene, and xylene, a more uni- 
form price situation prevailed in the 
market for the various hydrocarbon 
products at the close of the week. The 
continuance of the shortage in motor 
benzol remained as the important fea- 
ture in the dealings as a whole. De- 
mand for the intermediates was spotty, 
while the call in the color market re- 
flected the betterment in the tanning 
— and certain lines in the textile 
trade. 


Further slackening in the automobile 
production schedules tended to bring 
about a slow market in toluene last 
week, with the lacquer manufacturers 


showing a cautious attitude toward 
purchasing supplies, being more in- 
clined to limit takings to actual re- 


quirements until something definite is 
learned regarding the customary shut- 
down in the automobile industry dur- 


ing the greater part of the current 
month. 

Early reports from the automobile 
center indicated that six producers 
would continue operations through 


August, while other dispatches stated 
that one of the largest producers of 
low priced stock cars had not as yet 
made a definite decision regarding the 
closing down of the plant for change-

over purposes during current month. 
June automobile production was placed 


at approximately 249,568 units, being 
sharply under the output in May. Pro- 


duction in July was expected to show 
a further drop. 

Demand for xylene and solvent naph- 
tha was about equal to the production. 
And while the call for industrial ben- 
zol continued slow, a steady tone was 
in evidence due to the curtailed pro- 
duction schedules at the pig iron fur- 
naces. It was indicated that two stacks 
were blownout at Rirmingham and one 
at Chicago last week. 

Although the steel mill operations 
were stepped up two percent to 32 per- 


cent last week, halting the decline in 
operations that started in the latter 
half of March, no definite reason for 


the betterment in the steel operations 
could be ascertained other than the 
fact that requirements had gone below 
rock bottom. However, the betterment 
in the steel mill activity failed to have 
any significant influence on the coke 
operations, due to the excessive pile of 
reserve coke on hand. 

Buying of the intermediates con- 
tinued spotty, with the major consum- 
ers adhering to the hand-to-mouth 
buying policy. At the same time a 
slight gain in the turnover of the col- 
ors was evident in the shipments to the 
tanning industry, but that trade failed 
to show a disposition to forsake the 
restricted buying and were depending 
upon the quick deliveries of the deal- 
ers rather than enlarging inventories. 
At the same time the labor difficulties 
in the textile industry in various sec- 
tions of the country was a counteract- 
ing influence to the improved sentiment 
by the stepping up of production in the 
shoe trade. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol)—Expansion in the 
demand was wanting last week, and 
while the industrial material was avail- 
able at 18c. to 23c. per gallon, f.o.b. 
shipping point, the market maintained 
a firm undertone. Although the steel 
mill operations were reported at 32 
percent, being a gain of two percent 
over the previous week, a further let- 
down was noted in the pig iron opera- 
tions, with two stacks blown out at 


Birmingham and one at Chicago. A 
definite reason for the halting of the 
downward trend in steel operations 
could not be ascertained. Iron Age 
stated that it was difficult to assign a 
reason for the change, unless it is that 
steel output dipped below the “rock bot- 
tom” requirements of the country. On 
the other hand, prospects in that in- 
dustry during the next months were 
not considered favorable for further 
bolstering of the steel mill ingot pro- 
duction schedules, with a sharp cur- 
tailment expected in the auttomobile 
output in August as well as a slacken- 
ing in pipeline orders. 

Creosote Oil.—A fair call was expe- 
rienced for the wood preservative 
grades again last week. However, the 
major railroad systems showed a dis- 
position to purchase essential] require- 
ments only. Other material in this 
group moved to routine consumers in 
fair supply. All prices were similar 
to the recently revised schedule. 

Cresol.—Business here was on a sat- 
isfactory scale throughout the week, 
but synthetic resin manufacturers were 
inclined to hold commitments to actual 
needs. At the same time makers of 
the disinfectants were more inclined to 
curtail shipments. Prices were unal- 
tered. 

Cresylic Acid.—While expansion in 
the buying failed to materialize during 
the week just ended, the depleted con- 
dition of stocks abroad gave the mar- 
ket a favorable undertone. At the same 


time sellers of the domestic material 
indicated that a fair demand was 
shown last week. Prices conformed 


with the schedule in force previously. 
Naphthalene——The market for the 
flake and ball material moved through 
a fairly activé trading week, with 
prominent sellers quoting the levels of 
the previous week. No change was 
uncovered for the crude material last 
week. 
Phenol.—The 
pharmaceutical companies reached 
satisfactory proportions last week, 
while the sales of the plastic industry 
indicated a hand-to-mouth policy in 
vogue there. Prices were unaltered.

Chinese Plan Acid Plant 


Construction of a large plant for 
the manufacture of nitric and sul- 
phuric acids is planned by a group 
of leading Chinese business men. The 


promoters are seeking approval of the 
national government for their project, 
according to information sent to thd 
Department of Commerce by the con- 
sul at Nanking. 

It is stated that in Shanghai alone, 
there is an annual demand for ap- 
proximately 50,000 drums of nitric and 
sulphuric acids. Preparations of the 
plans for the plant will be under the 
supervision of Lin Ta-chung, director 
of the government powder factory at 
the arsenal at Lunghwa Kiangsu.

The Midcontinent refinery market was 
under a nervous tension the first half of 
the current week with prices irregularly 
higher as a result of several puzzling de- 
veiopments in the crude oil situation. 

The producers’ strike gained sufficient 
momentum to cause several independent 
refiners considerable concern, as _ they 
faced possible curtailment of runs through 
stills because of a crude shortage. Few 
of the independent refiners have sufficient 
crude oil in storage to keep the plants in 
operation more than a few days. 


In the face of the growing crude short- 
age another large purchaser Monday 
posted a flat price of 50c. per barrel for 
Oklahoma and Kansas crude oil. That 
price was 8c. per barrel higher than the 
top price paid by other large purchasers. 

Leading refiners throughout the area 
decline to book gasoline business offered 
them at a flat price for deferred shipment 
and are basing sales entirely on prices 
existing on date of shipment, as published 
by certain trade publications,

All grades of natural gasolines in Ok- 
lahoma were higher in price, because of 
increased demand and continued falling 
off of production as a result the shutting 
in of wells in Oklahoma City and other 
flush pools. Prices in certain areas in 
Texas were slightly lower than in other 
districts, due to light buying on the part 
of Gulf Coast refiners. 

There was little change in the naphtha, 
solvent and hydrocarbon gas picture from 
the preceding week. The majority of 
refiners and manufacturers specializing 
in these products report that buying con- 
tinues on a hand-to-mouth basis 

Kerosenes, distiiiataes and gas oil con- 
tinue sluggish at unchanged prices, with 
buying confined to small lots for im- 
mediate shipment only. The so-called do- 
mestic burner oils, namely, gas oils hav- 
ing a zero cold test and a flash of under 
190 were in demand, especially contract 
material spread over the burning sea- 
son. Very little of the latter material 
is now available either for spot or spread 
over the season. 

The better grades of zero fuel 
were more freely purchased by the larger 
consumers and car-lot marketers, both 
for storage and shipment spread over the 
winter months. The high cold test grades 
continue sluggish, with the majority of 
buyers placing orders with refiners in the 
fast Texas area where the material is 
available at slightly lower levels than 
prevailing in other districts. 

Bright stocks developed a= slightly 
stronger undertone in sympathy’ with 
higher prices being quoted by eastern re- 
finers. Steam-refined stocks continue 
sluggish at unchanged prices. Paraffins 
were inactive with some refiners inclined 
to shode quotations on sizeable inquiries.

Stimulated by persistent firmness in 
crude, tankcar gasoline prices are firm 
here and the tone of the market is strong. 
Refiners show no inclination to weaken 
their attitude. While there is not an 
actual searcity of gasoline, still a large 
number of sources are virtually sold up 
and are not in the spot market and are 
having a rather hard time in meeting 
their contract requirements. 

Natural gasoline also is much stronger, 
in view of the current shutting down of 
wells in the Kansas-Oklahoma district. 
High gravity refinery gasolines also are 
strong and in fair demand. 

Kerosene has stiffened a little, finally 
reflecting the harvest season demand and 
the bumper crops being handled. Prices, 
however, show no change. 

Good grades of distillates have firmed 
and opinion is being voiced that the bot- 
tom of the decline in this product is about 
here. Likewise good gas oils for heat- 
ing purposes are steadier. Low grade gas 
oils, however, are slow and inclined to de- 
cline more.

Rocky Mountain Oil 
Freight Rates Revised 


WASHINGTON, July 28, 1931. 


Reduction of petroleum freight rates 
from Wyoming to Montana and in- 
crease of oil rates in Montana was or- 
dered today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The order ends a long conflict over 
the attempt of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Mon- 
tana to establish a low intrastate 
oil freight scale for the benefit of Mon- 
tana refiners. The Montana scale is 
from 39 to 49 percent below the Wy- 
oming-Montana interstate scale and 
was established in April, 1929, but be- 
cause of court injunctions did not be- 
come operative until June, 1930. The 
railroads and Wyoming shippers con- 
tended that the Montana scale was so 
low as to prejudice interstate traffic. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion found that the interstate rates 
are too high and ordered them reduced 
considerably, a distance scale being set 
up.However, Montana rates would still 
be about 11 percent below the inter- 
state scale, and the commission found 
that this would be a definite prejudice 
to interstate commerce and ordered 
the Montana board to revise intrastate 
rates to this new scale.

Quicksilver at Lowest Price Since 1926 Brings Sharp 
Decline in Some Hard Mercurials -- Rochelle Salt, 
Seidlitz Mixture, and Tartar Emetic Down--Agar Firm 


Drastic declines in prices for quick- 
silver and some hard mercurials vied 
with moderate reductions in quotations 
for Rochelle salt, Seidlitz mixture, and 
tartar emetic for prominence in the 
market for drugs and fine chemicals 
during the past week. Furthermore, 
reductions in quotations for furfural 
and methylene blue were reported. It 
was a week of declines unrelieved by 
any advances in values. 

Demand for merchandise as a whole 
was not better than fair in volume. 
Many purchases involved quantities so 
inconsequential as to raise sales totals 
but moderately. Seasonable items were 
in fair call but the bulk of merchan- 
dise moved in subnormal quantities, 
the requirements of most buyers being 
confined to immediate necessities. 

Weakness in quicksilver had been 
apparent for many months. Prices had 
declines almost regularly as the result 
of overproduction in a market of re- 
stricted and conservative consuming 
capacity. The quotations reached last 
week were the lowest since 1926 and 
were far under the official price for 
European quicksilver laid down duty 
paid in New York City. Calomel, red 
precipitate, and white precipitate were 
reduced sharply because of the lower 
cost of production. Corrosive sublimate 
was not changed, prices for that article 
having been reduced twice in recent 
weeks. Neither were the prices for 
black and yellow mercury oxide 
changed, though both were weaker and 
more competitive. Soft mercurials were 
also, unchanged but they were cer-

tainly no steadier following the cut in 
quicksilver quotations, 

Competition in the market for tartar 
products had been evident ever since 
prices for tartaric acid had been re- 
duced materially. The quotations for 
cream of tartar had been cut several 
times without those for Rochelle salt 
and Seidlitz mixture being also re- 
duced. Competition from abroad had 
played an important part in the de- 
velopment of the market weakness the 
last week swept Rochelle and Seidlitz 
to lower levels. Tartar emetic was 
lower, too, because of competition. 

Alcohol was steadier. Prospects for 
consumption during the season ahead 
have suggested that when production 
is allocated in the not far distant fu- 
ture an increase of 2,000,000 gallons 
may have to be approved by the Com- 
missioner of Industrial Alcohol. Prices 
will be higher in August when the new 
formula for C. D. No. 5 becomes opera- 
tive, the rise being sufficient to cover 
the increased cost of denaturants re- 
quired. 

Acid, Tartaric.—Prices were highly 
competitive. Imported goods pushed 
actively for a market, but the con- 
sumption power of the country seemed 
to have been so reduced as to make 
sales difficult and to keep the price 
structure unstable. Imported goods 
were available at 29%c. to 30c. per 
pound, spot, according to quantity. On 
contract and for shipment, the price 
was 28%c. to 29c., according to quan- 
tity. Quotations for domestic goods 
were unchanged. 


Alcohol.—With higher prices’ the 
prospect once the new formulas be- 
come effective August 10, the market 
seemed to shape up fairly steady 
throughout the past week. Producers 
were little disposed to grant conces- 


sions. They took a firm view of val- 
ues and expect a pickup in deliveries 
with the arrival of the fall season. 
According to reports coming unofficial- 
ly from Washington, production of al- 
cohol may rise about 2,000,000 gallons 
when the output is allocated in the not 
far distant future. 

Aloin.—Although demand has not 
been expansive, it has remained fairly 
constant throughout the past several 
weeks, keeping prices steady and with- 
out change on the spot. 

Ammonia Citrate.—Prices held at 
80c. to 85c. per pound and no sign of a 
probable change in values was noted 
despite the low levels at which citric 
acid is available. Demand was current 
in jobbing volume. 

Antipyrine—The market was firm. 
Practically no competition was current 
as importation of the material has vir- 
tually ceased. Demand was said to be 
very fair for the product now manu- 
factured in this country. 

Arecoline Hydrobromide.—A market 
of small consuming capacity was re- 
ported, a condition that tended to keep 
the market keenly competitive in all 
quarters. It was that condition that 
was responsible for the several cuts in 
prices during recent weeks. 

Atropine.—Although the market was 
still competitive, prices seemed to be 
more clearly defined and somewhat 
steadier on the surface if not in fact. 
Demand was for small quantities 
throughout the week. 

Bay Rum.—Consumption by the bar- 
ber supply houses has been reduced 
because of a smaller demand from the 
trade generally. Prices for good quality 
bay rum have remained very steady 
in all quartefs. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—When 
prices for metal were reduced in the 
London market recently, the quota- 
tions for bismuth salts in that market 
were not changed. Local conditions 
developed no new angle. Prices for 
metal were maintained steadily and 
salts were in similar position under 
the influence of a fair sized and well 
distributed demand. 

Blue Mass.—Although the cost of 
raw material was sharply lower last 
week, prices for this article remained 
unchanged at 94c. to 96c. per pound 
according to quantity. 

Bromides.—A routine request for this 
group revealed steady prices and firm 
undertones throughout the past week. 
Competition was negigible. Resale 
merchandise was not a factor in the 
market during the period reviewed. 

Brucine.—Although reports of prices 
for alkaloid having been shaded were 
noted, the leading producer declared 
for firm maintenance of 10c. per ounce. 
Shading, if it were current, came from 
dealers with stocks of alkaloid bought 
when the market was around 5bc. to 
sc. per ounce. 

Calomel.—Quotations were reduced 
7c. per pound to the basis of $1.75 to 
$1.80 per pound. The cut came con- 
current with a very sharp drop in the 
prices paid for domestic. quicksilver 
and was one forecast by the producers 
once the price of quicksilver should be 
more clearly defined. 

Castor Oil.—Stable prices prevailed 
on the spot, despite the fact that the 
movement into consumption continued 
along lines indicating a reduced man- 
ufacturing requirement on the part of 
major consumers. 

CHICAGO, July 29.—The e.p. castor 
oil market is holding, and while it is 
rather dull at this time, sufficient business 
is being handled to hold the market at 
unchanged price levels. Ruling quota- 
tions are :—No. 1, drums, car lots, 12%4c.; 
drums, less than car lots, 12%c.; barrels, 
car lots, 12%c.; barrels, less than car 
lots, 12% c.; five-gallon tins, 134%c.; one- 
gallon tins, 15%4c.; No. 3 drums, car lots, 
11%c.; drums, less than car lots, 12c.;

Citrine Ointment. — Quotations held 
at 65c. per pound despite the very se- 
vere reduction in the price for raw 
material.

— The reduc- 
tion made in prices for some hard 
mercurials was not extended to this 
article; it was still quoted at $1.27 to 
$1.42 per pound. It will be recalled 
that prices for the material were re- 
duced twice in the not far distant 
past. 

Cream of Tartar. — The Spot mar- 
ket continued highly competitive with 
imported goods pressing hard in com- 
petition with the domestic article. All 
tartar products in the European mar- 
kets have been weak and declining in 
price for several months. 

Creosote. Fair demand seemed to 
be forecast for this article when the 
season of active consumption shall

Less than 4 Percent of 38,800,000 Pounds of Seeds 
And Spices Examined by Department of Agriculture 
Was Detained--Demand Light and Prices Are Easy 


Mid-summer dullness held the mar- 
ket closely gripped throughout the past 
week. Buyers were almost totally 
aloof from the spot; the few orders 
reaching the market called for jobbing 
lots in practically all instances. The 
total volume of sales, according to 
some, made a new low for the present 
seasun to date. However, mid-summer 
is a period normally inactive in the 
botanical drug field and hence the 
absence of trading failed to create any 
important unsettlement in values. 
Price tendency was still downward, but 
the revisions came in inconspicuous 
articles and were not very large in 
most of them. 

During the week, the 
Agriculture released a tabulation 
showing the importance of seeds and 
spices with the quantities detained at 
ports in the eastern inspection district. 
The detained lots amounted to about 
3.9 percent of the total pounds ex- 
amined.

Spice eamnets and the 
Food and Drugs Act 


Federal food officials detained more 
than 1,500,000 pounds of spices offered 
for entry at ports in the eastern in- 
spection district of the Food and 
Drug Administration during the year 
ended May 31, 1931. The spices were 
found to be in violation of the Fed- 
eral food and drugs act, according to 
W. R. M. Wharton, chief of the east- 
ern district. 

The detained lots amounted to 
about 3.9 percent of the total of 38,810,- 
920 pounds examined. According to 
Mr. Wharton, most spices enter the 
United States through eastern district 
ports and New York receives nearly 
75 percent of the total imports of the 
eastern seaboard. 

The principal reasons for detentions, 
Mr. Wharton says, were dirt or sand 
in cumin seed, mace, and pepper: 
stems in cloves; worm-eaten capsi- 
cums, chillies, mace, and nutmegs;: 
moldy capsicums, chillies, ginger, and 
nutmegs; excess moisture in cassia, 
and added oil in paprika. Most of the 
objectionable conditions, he said, are 
caused by carelessness on the part of 
producers in harvesting and handling 
the spices. Importers of spices are 
urged to impress upon their principals 
abroad the necessity for all of them 
to ship only clean spices to the United 
States.

Short Crop of Wormseed Brings Strong Upward Move 
In Prices -- Peppermint, Spearmint, Wormwood, and 
Tansy Are Lower and Easier--Java Citronella Higher 


The price feature last week was an- 
other sharp advance in wormseed oil 
Java citronella was also higher be- 
cause of local conditions. Lower quo- 
tations came out on peppermint and 
spearmint, reflecting changes in new 
crop prices in favor of buyers. Tansy 
and wormwood were also lower be- 
cause of more attractive quotations 
on new crop merchandise. Demand in 
the market as a whole was limited, 
mainly, to smaller quantities well 
within jobbing description, according 
to leading dealers. Stocks unsold in 
the hands of local merchants were 
conservative in size; the state of con- 
suming demand has discouraged deal- 
ers from stocking liberally unless an 
outlet for their purchases were rea- 
sonably assured. 

The advance in wormseed prices was 
due to substantiation of the informa- 
tion that a much smaller acreage this 
year would result in a severe curtail- 
ment of total output of oil. Being as- 
sured of a much smaller production 
this year, primary market shippers 
have shifted from a position of weak- 
ness to one of considerable strength 
as regards their holdings of old crop 
material. Not so long ago they were 
anxious sellers. Today they remain in-

Domestic oils, with the exception 
of wormseed, were all easy. Prospects 
for new crop production have been 
mainly favorable notwithstanding the 
uncertainty regarding peppermint. 
However, producers of peppermint, 
spearmint, tansy and wormwood have 
all indicated willingness to book later 
deliveries—September shipment, for 
example—at lower prices. Buyers con- 
tinued their policy of aloofness, ex- 
pecting thereby to encourage the de- 
velopment of continued declines in 
prices. 

Citrous oils were steady in all mar- 
kets. Prices held without change. De- 
mand for lemon and orange on spot 
was fairly good, but was still less than 
normally to be expected during the 
hot months of the year. Stocks held in 
this market were not a burden; deal- 
ers had been cautious in purchasing 
abroad and the result has been the 
elimination from the spot market of 
such weakness as supplies of undue size 
might have developed. 

Java citronella oil on the spot was 
in low supply and a better demand last 
week brought higher quotations. Pur- 
chases for shipment oil had been too 
small to result in stocks liberal in size, 
being piled up in this market. The pri- 
mary market prices for either Java or 
Ceylon oil were unchanged.

A proposed meeting of the Oil States 
Advisory Committee scheduled for Au- 
gust 10 at Denver has been postponed 
to August 24 because the action of the 
Texas legislature in its special session 
was expected to be a topic of discus- 
sion at the meeting, and it now seems 
that the legislature will be in session 
August 10. W. Scott Heyward, repre- 
senting Louisiana in that committee, 
told the Texas legislature that Louisi- 
ana would have nothing further to do 
with the uniform code drafted by the 
committee unless it contains a mini- 
mum price provision.
